The public hears w ith apprehen­ 
sion the report of the president­ 
elect's vigorous denials th at he ever 
entertained favor 
for 
a general 
m anufacturers' sales tax. 
Gover­ 
nor Roosevelt's protest Is followed 
imm ediately by a statem ent from 
the next vice president, to the ef­ 
fect th at his chief's attitude effec­ 
tively kills off th e tax as far as the 
short session of congress is con­ 
cerned. 
That the sales tax’s status has 
been changed an iota by Mr Roose­ 
velt's pronouncem ent Is doubtful 
The tax has existed only as an Idea 
suggesting in itself a logical ap ­ 
plication to the revenue problems 
of the next few years.
